ARRL RENEWS DEMAND FOR FCC 
TO SHUT DOWN NEW YORK BPL FIELD TRIAL 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 12/24/04] 


The ARRL has once again asked the FCC to shut down 
a BPL field trial now under way in Briarcliff Manor, New 
York. After the League's first shutdown request in 
October, the chief engineer of Ambient Corporation, 
which provides the pilot project's BPL hardware and 
holds the Experimental license, suggested that Amateur 
Radio interference complaints had been addressed 
through improved software and notching performance. 
Not so, says a December 17 letter to the FCC from 
ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD. "Based on 
the Commission's complete inaction to date with respect 
to documented interference complaints at various BPL 
test sites, the commitment seems vacuous,” Imlay said. 
"ARRL demands that this BPL site be shut down 
immediately, pending compliance determinations and a 
demonstration that the system can operate without 
causing harmful interference." ARRL member Alan 
Crosswell, N2YGK, a resident of the community, has 
documented interference, complaints and related 
information on his "BPL in Briarcliff Manor" Web site 
<http://www.columbia.edu/~alan/bpl/>.

Darwin Thompson, K6USW 


Darwin Charles Thompson, K6USW, died 
peacefully at home on Jan. 19, 2005 at age 62. 
He had a short but valiant battle with 
metastatic liver cancer. He was born in Vallejo 
on May 31, 1942. He leaves behind his wife, 
Victoria Thompson, KE6FSU, two sons, a 
daughter, two stepsons, and two 
granddaughters. 


Darwin worked for Solano County as a 
telecommunications engineer. As the 
emergency services director, he was 
instrumental in bringing the 911 call boxes to 
Solano County roadsides. 


Dar had been a ham since 1957, and was 
active in several local and national clubs. In 
addition to testing new equipment, he taught 
new ham classes and provided technical 
assistance to any ham who needed help with a 
station. He was a 4Cs officer, and 
championed the club’s EchoLink system.

FCC RELEASES HUNDREDS OF PAGES OF BPL 
TEST DATA, FILINGS 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 01/07/05] 


The FCC has made public more than 650 pages of 
technical presentations, correspondence and filings that 
it says it used in making its decision on the BPL Report 
and Order in ET Docket 04-37. The Commission 
adopted new rules to govern so-called Access 
Broadband over Power Line systems on October 14, but 


_ they have not yet become effective. The ARRL 


subsequently filed a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request that called on the FCC to release any studies 
the Commission had relied upon in deciding to embrace 
the technology. Some information contained in the 
documents has been blanked out or redacted. 


The ARRL is continuing to review the extensive 
documentation in detail. ARRL Laboratory Manager Ed 
Hare, W1RFI, maintains that the FCC documents tend 
to back up assertions the League made in its filings. 


"The FCC reports clearly show that BPL operating at the 
FCC Part 15 emission limits generates a strong RF 
signal for long distances along overhead power lines,” 
Hare said. "The FCC data showed noise that was many 
decibels above otherwise quiet ambient noise levels.” 
Hare said that even in spectrum notched out by BPL 
system providers, the FCC-provided reports indicate a 
measurable increase in noise levels on amateur 
frequencies. 


Approximately 150 pages of the documentation 
consisted of technical material and presentations by 
FCC staffers. The remaining 500-plus pages include 
correspondence, technical reports and interference 
complaints from radio amateurs to the FCC. Falling into 
the last category is extensive correspondence involving 
the Alliant Energy BPL field trial in Cedar Rapids, lowa. 
That pilot project was abandoned after difficulties in 
resolving interference issues with local radio amateurs 
proved insurmountable. 


In an interview January 3, OET Deputy Chief Bruce 
Franca asserted there's enough spectrum to permit 
Amateur Radio and BPL to coexist. Franca, who heads 
the Commission's BPL Task Force, spoke with 
Broadband over Power Line World's Marc Strassman 
<http://www.etopiamedia.net/bplw/pages/bpIw16- 
5551212.html>. "There are enough frequencies that 
amateurs can operate and BPL can operate in a 
compatible mode,” Franca told Strassman. Franca also 
expressed confidence in technological solutions to any 
Amateur Radio-BPL interference issues that might arise. 
"I'm very optimistic at the end of the day,” he said. 
"Technology is going to solve this problem.”

ARRL STAFFER TESTIFIES ON BPL AT CA HEARING 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 02/10/05] 


ARRL staff member Dean Straw, N6BV, testified 
February 8 in San Francisco at a California Public 
Utilities Commission (CPUC) public hearing on 
broadband deployment--including BPL. In his nearly six- 
minute testimony on the draft policy decision crafted by 
CPUC member Susan P. Kennedy, "Broadband 
Deployment in California," Straw--an electrical engineer 
and an ARRL technical editor--decried the fact that the 
section of the document dealing with BPL--broadband 
over power line--neglected to mention the technology's 
disadvantages. 


"| feel there is further work necessary on the sections 
dealing with broadband over power line--BPL,” Straw 
testified. "There is not a single mention made of the 
three most significant disadvantages of BPL.” These, he 
continued, include interference from BPL to radio 
receivers, interference to BPL from radio transmitters 
and a lack of bandwidth for expansion, especially in 
instances where BPL interference must be mitigated in 
some fashion. "We are not opposed to Internet 
broadband services," Straw maintained on behalf of the 
Amateur Radio community at large. "We're not 
categorically opposed to Access BPL, but we are 
opposed categorically to interference.” 


The broadband policy Kennedy drafted calls for 
California to "encourage deployment of BPL by its 
electric utilities by providing regulatory certainty in the 
areas of its affiliate transaction rules, in the treatment of 
BPL program expenses and revenues, and exemption 
from Section 851 requirements for the use of utility 
assets." And it says the CPUC "should adopt this policy 
framework proactively without waiting for an application 
to be filed by an electric utility for a BPL project." 


Straw said the broadband policy appears to represent "a 
wholesale embracing” of BPL. "I urge caution in that,” 
he said. "There is still a great deal of science that has 
not been done on BPL in terms of interference and 
interference mitigation.”

Learning the Code 
Michael E. Hole, KG6DER 


Several times in the past | made a stab at 
learning Morse Code. However, each time | 
would get to the fourth letter ('N' in the 
standard teaching order) and my brain would 
just go on the fritz. | just could not hear the 
difference between A (the third letter taught) 
and N. Despite being a Ham, only hearing 
something is the worst way for me to retain 
information. If there is no visual component to 
something it just won't stick in my brain. 
Fortunately there is hope for those poor souls 
in my predicament. It's a program called "Code 
Quick 2000" and for me it worked. It not only 
has a different letter teaching order than the 
"standard" method, it also includes the visual 
component that | need to be able to learn 


anything well. In the case of Code Quick it 
takes two parts. You learn each character with 
a phonetic phrase that matches the dits and 
dahs of each character. For example, for the 
letter D the phonetic is "DOG did it” (-..). Each 
phonetic has an amusing drawing as the 
second part. It helps to attach that visual 
image to each letter so | can remember it 
better. I'll leave it to your imagination for what 
that one is for D. 


It comes with 12 groups of lessons (called 
"Takes"), and each has 5-7 parts. Each 
teaches you 3-5 characters per Take. With the 
program set at 5 words per minute it takes 
about 1 and a half to 2 hours to get through 
each group. The advertisements say you can 
learn the code in 12 days. | tried that, but 
having to work late a couple of nights put me 
off schedule, so a few times | was not able to 
get through a full take. Even with that, | was 
ready to take my test after three weeks. Had 
that not happened, | would like to believe | 
would have finished in 12 days. You can get 
more information and purchase the program 
online for $34.95 at http:/www.cq2k.com/._ If 
you want to learn the code but, like me, really 
need to SEE something to learn it, then | highly 
recommend the program. And yes, | did pass 
the test.

HAM RADIO SAVES A HAM IN ALASKA 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 02/26/05] 


Two Alaskan hikers on a day outing in rugged mountains 
near Anchorage saw their afternoon turn into something 
entirely unexpected February 12. One of them--Jesse 
Jones, KL1RK--slipped and fell more than 200 feet down 
a steep ravine, losing his snowshoes in the process. 
Jones found himself trapped between a low overhang on 
one side and a swift-moving stream on the other. Even 
worse was the fact that his descent could continue into 
the water at any moment, and almost certain death from 
hypothermia. With more than 10 feet on the ground, the 
loss of his snowshoes meant he could not walk out. On 
the plus side, Jones had taken along his 2-meter 
handheld transceiver. After several unsuccessful tries, 
he finally was able to access the wide-area WL7CVG 
repeater atop Mt Susitna, almost 40 miles distant. 


"As a control operator for the repeater, | heard his weak 
‘Mayday! Mayday! Mayday! call just a few minutes after 
4 PM local time,” reports Jim Wiley, KL7CC. "I 
immediately called 911 and was placed in contact with 
the local fire department rescue coordinator. | was able 
to pass on Jesse's messages to the local rescue 
coordinator, including coordinates from a GPS unit he 
was Carrying.” Wiley says the rescue coordinators 
office called out the local mountain rescue group and 
the Alaska State Troopers, who immediately left for the 
scene. 


The rescue team met with Jones's climbing partner, who 
had been able to hike out to a place where he could 
assist the rescuers. Jones was able to keep in touch via 
2 meters to report his condition, but his signal into the 
repeater was marginal. Although uninjured, the sub- 
zero cold was numbing his extremities to the point that 
he was having trouble operating his transceiver. 
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Unable to execute the rescue themselves, the team 
called an Air National Guard unit, which flew a 
helicopter to the scene. While the presence of high- 
voltage power lines just above Jones' position 
complicated matters, the chopper was able to lower 
some para-rescue jumpers to a nearby location, from 
which they could rappel to his position and, after a few 
hours, extricate him. 


Briefly hospitalized for a checkup, Jones was released 
just before midnight, cold and a bit hungry, but 
otherwise okay. Wiley says several local hams also 
assisted the effort, either directly or by their connection 
with local emergency Service groups.

FCC MORSE, RESTRUCTURING PROPOSALS 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 03/04/05] 


The FCC continues to work toward developing a Notice 
of Proposed Rule Making (NPRM) that will spell out 
what the Commission has in mind with respect to 
possible changes in the current Morse code requirement 
and Amateur Radio licensing. 


A total of 18 petitions have been filed, including one 
from the ARRL, seeking Part 97 rule changes 
addressing the future of the 5 WPM Morse requirement 
(Element 1) and revisions to the overall Amateur Radio 
licensing structure. The FCC is planning to tackle all 18 
rulemaking petitions within the framework of a single 
proceeding. 


As far as the code issue is concerned, petitions--and 
comments in response to them--run the gamut from 
retaining or even beefing up the Morse requirement to 
eliminating it altogether. (The ARRL's proposal would 
retain the 5 WPM Morse examination for Amateur Extra 
class applicants only.) The League and others have 
also put forth proposals for a new entry-level Amateur 
Radio license class. 


At this point, personnel in the FCC Wireless 
Telecommunications Bureau are continuing to review 
the thousands of comments filed on the 18 petitions. 
While the FCC appears unlikely to release an NPRM 
any sooner than mid-2005, the issue still may be a 
major discussion topic during the FCC Forum at Dayton 
Hamvention, May 20-22. 


Once public, the NPRM will initiate yet another round of 
public comments--this time on what the FCC has 
proposed. An FCC Report and Order to implement any 
new rules regarding Morse code and license 
restructuring is unlikely before the second half of 2006.

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HR 230 is A Fair Request 
[Excerpt from ARRL Letter, 6/10/2005] 


ARRL President Jim Haynie, W5JBP, says House 
Resolution 230 (HRes 230) represents "a fair request" to 
the FCC and deserves the support of the US House of 
Representatives. Sponsored by Rep Mike Ross, 
WDS5DVR, of Arkansas, HRes 230 calls on the FCC to 
comprehensively evaluate BPL's interference potential 
incorporating "extensive public review and comment," 
then to "reconsider and review" its new BPL rules in the 
light of that public input. Renewing his call for League 
members to contact their congressional representatives 
to sign on as cosponors of the non-binding measure, 
Haynie said Ross's resolution only asks the FCC to do 
what it should have done in the first place regarding 
Br 


"What this basically asks the FCC to do is to take 
another look at their methodology and how they arrived 
at the conclusions they did,” Haynie said. The FCC 
adopted rules to govern so-called Access BPL last 
October 14 in ET Docket 04-37. "I think that's a fair 
request and something that we should do as amateurs to 
make sure this is done right and without a lot of haste." 
Haynie says Motorola's announcement of its Powerline 
LV system suggests the FCC rules can provide much 
greater protection to radio communication services 
without preventing properly engineered BPL systems 
from going forward. 


Ross, who is one of two amateur licensees in the US 
Congress (the other is Rep Greg Walden, W7EQI, of 
Oregon), introduced HR 230 on April 21. He told 
Broadband Over Power Line World (BPLW) recently 
that he's concerned about potential interference that 
BPL deployment could generate. (The interview is on 
the BPLW Web site 
<http://www.etopiamedia.net/bplw/pages/bplw33- 
5551212.html>.) 


"Based on my own knowledge of the unique nature of 
the high-frequency radio spectrum, | was concerned 
about the evidence submitted to the Federal 
Communications Commission that | believe 
demonstrates the need to postpone any rules regarding 
BPL deployment,” Ross said. He explained that passage 
of HR 230 would put the House on record as "supporting 
a more careful study by the FCC of the radio 
interference issue, especially as it relates to public 
safety communication, and reconsideration of the 
adequacy of the rules in light of this study." 


While HRes 230 does not specifically address the BPL 
concerns of the Amateur Radio community, Ross said 
those concerns were what led him to look more closely 
at BPL's implications for the public safety community. 
He noted that the federal interagency emergency 
SHARES (SHAred RESources) network uses HF, and 


many states and localities still use the 30-50 MHz "low- 
VHF" band for public safety communications--spectrum 
that some BPL pilot projects also have occupied. 


Ross said BPL interference on HF would be proportional 
to the extent of the technology's deployment using 
medium-voltage power lines. "Broadband energy cannot 
be put on these lines without causing interference to 
radio receivers using the same frequencies,” he 
explained to BPLW's Marc Strassman. He also said the 
existing emission limits are "much too high" and never 
were intended to apply to systems like BPL. Existing 
BPL systems should be made to conform to future 
limits, he added. 


He said BPL's potential to disrupt aviation operations is 
so great that the National Telecommunications and 
Information Administration (NTIA) successfully argued 
to prohibit Access BPL via medium-voltage power lines 
on frequencies used by commercial aeronautical 
communications. 


Ross also wants the Commission to address "without 
further delay” the "substantial number" of BPL 
interference complaints now pending at the FCC. And 
while he'd like to see his colleagues eventually approve 
HR 230, he hopes the FCC will "take the interference 
issue to heart, whether or not the resolution is adopted.” 


Speaking at Dayton Hamvention in May, Haynie urged 
individual amateurs to begin participating in the political 
process. "We've got to ratchet up our presence,” he told 
a forum audience. Haynie said that while ARRL can 
serve as the unified voice of the national association for 
Amateur Radio, individual licensees are voters, and 
lawmakers are quite aware that there are radio amateurs 
in their districts. 


"| really encourage you [ARRL members] to contact your 
congressional representative," Haynie said. "It's listed in 
the front of almost every phone book who your 
congressman is. If not, you can go to the United States 
House of Representatives Web site 
<http://;www.house.gov/> and find out by typing in your 
ZIP code. | really encourage you to do this because it's 
important to the future of Amateur Radio."

There are 
sixty days from the publication date (July 17) to 
make comments and ninety days for reply 
comments.

ARRL Files Regulation-By-Bandwidth 
Petition with FCC 
[From The ARRL Letter, November 18, 2005] 


The ARRL has formally asked the FCC to 
adopt the League's plan to segment the 
Amateur Radio bands solely by emission 
bandwidth rather than by mode. The Petition 
for Rule Making, filed November 14, 
recommends what the ARRL called "a shift in 
regulatory philosophy” that would encourage 
and facilitate the development and refinement 
of digital techniques and advanced 
technologies. At the same time, the League 
said, accommodating new technologies would 
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not come at the expense of current operating 
modes, including double-sideband AM phone. 


"This petition seeks for the Amateur Radio 
Service the flexibility to experiment with new 
digital transmission methods and types to be 
developed in the future," the League's petition 
said, "while permitting present operating 
modes to continue to be used for as long as 
there are radio amateurs who wish to use 
them." The ARRL said the changes it suggests 
will also update the FCC's rules and eliminate 
the need for "cumbersome procedures" to 
determine whether a new digital mode is legal 
under Part 97. 


The ARRL's regulation-by-bandwidth plan is 
far from a done deal. In order for it to be 
adopted, the FCC first must put the League's 
Petition for Rule Making on public notice and 
invite formal public comments. A subsequent 
Notice of Proposed Rule Making would kick off 
a further round of formal comments. Ultimately, 
the FCC would have to issue a Report and 
Order putting the changes into place and 
setting an effective date. 


The League conceded that its regulation-by- 
bandwidth regime would place increased 
responsibility on the amateur community to 
establish workable, accepted band plans, but it 
expressed confidence that such an effort 
would be successful. 


The petition filed this week has been in the 
works for some time now. The ARRL Board of 
Directors adopted the petition's guiding 
principle in 2002 and invited comments from 
the Amateur Radio community in the summer 
of 2004. The proposal reflects expert input 
from the ARRL Ad Hoc HF Digital Committee 
as well as from ARRL staff. Comments from 
League members and an ARRL Executive 
Committee review led to further fine tuning. 


The ARRL wants the FCC to replace the table 
at §97.305(c) with a new one that segment 
bands by bandwidths ranging from 200 Hz to 
100 kHz. Unaffected by the ARRL's 
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recommendations, if they're adopted, would be 
160 and 60 meters. Subbands in other bands 
below 29 MHz would accommodate maximum 
emission bandwidths of 200, 500 or 3.5 kHz, 
with an exception of 9 kHz for AM phone. 


The League's petition "seeks to facilitate and 
encourage the development, refinement and 
use of new digital technologies without the 
regulatory remnants developed at a time when 
the principal emissions used in the Amateur 
Radio Service were Morse telegraphy and 
single- or double-sideband amplitude- 
modulated telephony." Part 97 rules need to 
permit higher data rates between 1.8 and 450 
MHz to encourage development of digital 
multimedia technology, "which has great 
promise for improving and fostering more 
effective emergency and disaster relief 
communications," the petition asserted. 


"This petition does not favor one mode at the 
expense of another," the ARRL concluded in 
urging FCC adoption. "It merely allows 
expansion of the repertoire of options that 
amateurs may pursue compatibly." 


ARRL CEO David Sumner, K1ZZ, discussed 
the subject of regulating by bandwidth in three 
"It Seems to Us..." QST editorials: 
“Regulation by Bandwidth” in September 2004, 
"Narrowing the Bandwidth Issues" in April 
2005 and "Self Regulation" in October 2005.
